The  Extension  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  has  de- 
veloped. a method  of  handling  the  reports  of  the  co-unty  agents  so  as 
to  make  the  information  they  contain  immediately  available  to  the 
subject-matter  specialists  of  the  institution.  The  weekly  reports 
of  the  agents  are  sent  in  in  duplicate.  One  copy  is  "cut  up"  and  the 
"clippings"  assembled  by  subjects  so  that  the  "dairy  work",  "poultry 
work",  etc.,  of  allthe  agents  can  be  put  into  one  envelope  which  is 
marked  for  the  attention  of  the  subject-matter  specialist  concerned. 
These  are  handed  to  the  specialist  by  the  county  agent  leader  at  the 
extension  staff  conference.  The  plan  is  so  simple  and  has  such  ob- 
vious advantages  that  it  is  commended  to  the  attention  of  county  agent 
leaders  generally. 
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
